Colson got FBE reports on "an unfortunate incident in Senator Mc0 o vorn*s life" 
and more. "The other was an old report on former President Kennedy" from World War II. 
Hoover had these files ia_hi3 desk, apparently as insurance, and gave to Nixon 
when it appeared that islSyftight toe Nixon* d opponent, in 1972. 

JFK report related to "a female "azi agent" and JFK, then a Navy lieutenant, 
was then followed toy Mauixagwadts FBI agents. But it was "only a gossip thing." 

Having made clear that he was talking about sex matters Colson refused to so describe 
them, pretending a decent-guy pose and insisting on calling these "personal" matters only. 

Colson did read "all the C3A files” on Watergate. "From what is in the files... it 
is inconcoiveable to me that the CIA did not know in advance of the WO break-in,” from 
"the people who were working for the CIA." 

"Bennett obviously knew « iwBirtxt h >TtoTB B «WrtwgtwrHawwwKSx a great deal in advance" 
and be end others involved reported to the CIA. 

Bennett knew of other break-ins. (Colson did. not say which they were and he 
had to know. Not asked.)
